TRIPLE ‘PERSONALITY 


To-day is the sixteenth day of the hearing of the case brought 
by the Treasury against the Bonet Kong and Shanghai Banking Cor- 


poration. 


The Court room was. again crowded with interested spectators 
long ‘before the Chief Justice came on the Bench. 

Mr. F. C. Jenkin, counsel for the defence, in his final address, 
reminded the jury that men can and have been known before to -have 


denied their own writing. 


It might have been that they honestly [ 


could not recognise their own handwriting, or that it might be for 
fear of the grave consequences which might follow. 


COUNSEL'S PREFACE 


Prefacing his address to the jury, 
Mr. Jenkin said that the surround- 
* ing circumstances of the case might 
“have had grave results to many 
people whose names fad cropped up 
during the procesdings.. He would, 
therefore, again reiterate thet he 
would in no way say or adduce any- 
thing which had no reference to 
the case, and that in his address 
he would carefully avoid mentioning 
names unless they had a direct 
‘He had no 
ulterior motives, and the views 
which he was going to, impress upon 
* the jury were views which had been 
largely held by a number of Govern. 

. tent officials themselves. 

Canon Wakefield 

Counsel said that Ke would wish 
the jury to bear in mind that men 
could ‘and had been known to deny 
their own writing before. It might 
have been an honest mistake or it 
might have been thfough fear of the 
grave consequences which might 
follow. He cited the case of Canon 
Wakefield. He said that the Canon 
was seen to have entered an hotel 
with a young lady. He was taxed 
about this and, knowing that the 
consequences, if found out, would be 
very grave, he denied it. A search 
of the hotel's register revealed this 
entry’:  ‘Wakeield and wife.” 
Canon Wakefield alleged that the 
words “and wife’ were not in his 


writing and suggested that they had | 


been added to his name by a mali- 
cious person. An expert of hand- 
writing, Mr. Mitchell, was called, 
who said that if the writing was 
not that of the Canon it must have 
been written by a very skilful forger. 
Denial Not Conclusive 


“Jf Mitchell could put it as highly 
as that — when dealing with only 
two words — what: would he not 
have said in this case when many 
features of both Mr. Messer’s and 
Mr. Black's signatures were to be 
din. the three disputed 
cheques,” counsel asked. He went 
on to say that mere denial was not 
conclusive, and when such « denial 
came from persons who ‘were con- 
cerned, then the jury would have to 


also consider the expert’s point of 


view-as well as the general circum- 
stances of the. case. 

If the jury were to’ couple the 
two points, they would assuredly find 
beyond 2 abadow of a doubt that the 
signatures | were genuine: There. 
might have been a probability ‘that. 
both Mr. Black and ‘Mr. . Messer 
were honest im their belief. that they 
had not signed those cheques. . 

Napoleon-and Tyro x 

: To look at the signatures on those 
cheques, and then compar. them 
with genuine ones, the first impres- 
sion one would gather was that the 
bignatures were those of Mr. Messer 
and Mr. Black, ‘The glaring facts 
could not square with the ‘hypo- 
thesis of. forgery.

Commenting on the alleged forged 
signatures, counsel pointed out their 
‘various features, their characteris- 
tics, and said that for a man to com- 
bine. all these, that man must have 
had a triple personality. A forger 
who had made himself familiar with 
the signatures simply by process of 
process of copying them eould not 
have done it. On each signature 
different peculiarities were to be 
found — pecularities which could be 
Yound on the genuine cheques. 

Counsel then went into the vari- 
ous points .in reference to Mr. 
Messer’s signatures .2t some length 


and emphasised the fact that Mr. |. 


Messer had said in evidence that 


with the exception of one case, he| 


had never made an “E” formation 
with the * words “CI.” This “E” 
formation was to be found in two. of 
the disputed cheques. 

Counsel then asked the jury if it 
was conceivable for a man to have 
once made that formation to say 
that in all his life he had introduced 
that peculiarity only that once? It 
was true that one cheque with that 
peculiarity had been found, but 
there might be others. 


However, Mr. Messer had made 
that “E” formation on August 27, 
1927 — a considerable time before 
the alleged forgery, therefore it 
stood to reason that if there was a 
man who could again reproduce that 
rarity, that man must be Mr. Messer 
himself. 

Mr. Black’s Signature 

Demonstrating on the blackboard 
the various strokes and formation 
to be found in Mr. Black’s signa- 
tures, counsel said that if the signa- 
tures were forged, the forger must 
have made very careful observation 
of. Mr. Black’s signatures. The 
signatures on the three disputed 
cheques were not identical, and yet, 
although they differed, they bore all 
the features to be found in Mr. 
Black’s genuine signatures. 

Thus it would be seen that the 
hypothesis of forgery was totally 
out of the argument, because if the 
signatures were forged, it would be 
reasonable to presume that the for- 
ger had one specimen; and,’ ‘that be- 
ing go, he could not: put gut three 
signatures, all varied, and yet all 
bore the features . of Mr: Black’s 
signatures. . Furthermore, .

WHAT IS THEIR VALUE? 

How many’ thousands of pounds are 
jocked away in Government’ secur- 
ities, whose owners—through, sickness, 
old age, or some other cause—have 
forgotten to claim their dividends or 
who have died without telling their 
heirs of the existence of their scrip 
or where it.is deposited? Asked this 
question by a “Daily Mail” reporter, 
a City authority said:— i ‘ 

The sum is certainly very large, 
but exactly how large probably only 
the Bank of England authorities eould 
say, and they are scarcely likely to 
discuss the matter, as publicity on 
sueh a subject would result in an im: 
mediate avalanche of spurious or at 
any rate frivolous claims from all 
parts ‘of the country. Nor would . it 
be easy even for the Bank to give 
more than an. estimate of the total, 
as so many different loans, some of 
which have already heen repaid or 
converted. into other loans, are involy- 


ed. - 

Indeed, ‘the whole question is ex- 
tremely involved, and an additional 
complexity lies “in “the existence of 
bearer as well as registered stock. 
Where registered stock 1s in question, 
it ig the duty of-the Bank acting for 
the Government, to trace proprietors 
or their heirs, wherever possible.

STEADY RISE FOR OVER SIX 
YEARS ; 


“UPWARD TREND 
The extent of the .wage-earner’s 
participation in the national. prosper- 
ity is discussed in a recent issue of 
“The Index” published by the New 
York Trust Company. By 
“In view of the 71 per cent. in- 
erease in the cost of living in the 
United States since 1914, it is ap- 
parent that real wages are 60 per 
cent. greater than before the War 
and that this greater income has been 
accompanied’ by a deeline of from 8 
to 10 per cent. in the hours of work 
per week,” states “The Index.” “No 
other. country has recorded an equal 
improvement in the labourer’s condi- 
tion.” iat , 
“Tf is’ pointed out’ that the trend 
of wages’ has been characterised by 
a slow increase from 1909 to 1914, 
a sudden rise from 1914 to 1920, a 
brief but marked declinc, and then a 
steady increase since 1922. In gen- 
eral the rise in wages has particular- 
ly affected the industrial. worker. 
While the average weekly earnings 
of industrial workers during 1927 
were approximately 117 per cent, 
above those in 1914, clerical salaries 
on the -average were only ‘about 74 
per cent. above the pre-War level. 
Since the standard of living of the 
average office worker is generally 
higher than that of the manual 
worker, the: former is' likewise more 
apt to be affected by the post-War 
rise In. prices.

SCOTTISH HARBOUR 


DAMAGE BY STORMS AT 
ABERDEEN 


N. PIER FOUNDATIONS: 


Recent storms have wrought con- 
siderable damage to the foundations 
of the north pier arid the south 
breakwater at Aberdeen Harbour 
(Scotland). Reporting on the matter 
to the: Works Committee of Aberdeen 
Harbour Board, . the. Harbour En- 
gineer states that the foundations. of 
the north pier have been damaged at 
three places on the channel side of 
the pier,

sive concrete apron was constructed 
along one part of’ the

in comparison with the January 
figure. These remarks refer mainly 
to general cargo carrying, but liner 
companiés have also’ experienecd dis- 
appointments, and the same -can be 
said of the tanker trade. Carefully 
compiled statistics prove that liners 
are in most cases sailing with part: 
cargoes, ie., a portion of the avail- 
able tonnage is permancntly unem- 


-ployed’ through lack of sufficient 


cargo. 

When in 1927 at Geneva the posi- 
tion had been clearly stated, we flat- 
tered ourselves with the hope that a 
good start wwonld be made in carry- 
ing out the policy unanimously agreed 
as urgently necessary. -That hope 
has broken down, and.we are bound 
to think that the high principles stat- 
ed at Geneva cannot in practice con- 
quer the individual opinion of na- 
tions. We shall continue to look 
upon the efforts of the League of 
Nations for ‘the improvement of 
economical conditions with interest 
and appreciation, and hope that. the 
Congress of the International Cham- 


Cargo interests, have arriveti—at—the- 
conclusion tha: ordinary cargo ships, 
required to earry ‘wireless, may, with 
certain reservations, be directed to 
listen in for the safety of other ships, 
or to carry wireless auto-alarm sets, 
but such obligation should not be de- 
manded for ships of less than 3,000 
gross tons. - 

The Anrual Report . : 

The annual -report. states that 
membership increased during 1928 
from 43 to 45; members’ fleets on 
January 1, 1929, aggregated 713 ves- 
sels of 2,614,902 gross register tons, 
or approximately 99.3 per cent. of. 
tonnage on the Netherlands register; 
and on that date there were under 
construction for members 31 ships of 
212,959 gross tons. ei 

Netherlands- shipping has suffered 
severely from ‘the depression, and 
trading results have in general been 
worse than in 1927, both for com~- 
panies engaged in general trading 
and for most liner companies. 

The volume of cargo carried by 
Indian liners was larger, particular- 
ly in the homeward direction; pas- 
senger traffic on the route developed, 
and the pilgrim trade to Djeddah 
was brisk, Between Java and New 
York sailings are now maintained 
every ten . days, and on the Java- 
Pacific. Line monthly sailings 
been started. The Java-Bengal Line 
suffered from low freight, 
carriage of rice from Rangoon to 
Java declined owing to high prices 
in Burmah, The Java-ChinaJapan 
Line, which eclebrated its 25th anni- 
ersary, has inaugurated a new ser- 

ice from Java to Saigon with four- 
weekly sailings, their East China 
Line .has been: extended and sailings 
inereased -to one every eleven days, 
and the inauguration of a new re- 
gular_service between East Borneo 
and China is being considered. 

North Atlantic Trade 

In the North Atlantic trade the, 
offer of cargo was more voluminous, 
but freights -were depressed by keen 
competition, which was terminated i 
the autumn, promising a slow but 
gradual improvement. First and 
second-class passenger traffic further 
declined, the emigrant trade remains 
small, but activity in tourist third 
cabin ‘traffic has been better. The 
offer of. cargo to South American 
liners has been’ more satisfactory, but 
freights remained at a low level, the 
better .tendency: in the, autumn having 
come too-late to affect last year's

ally and sad. and lamentable from | - 


the point of view of trade and 
personal interests. I was glad to 
gather from what our Chairman 
said this aflernoon that he agreed 
that ‘there was certainly a’ change 
for the better with regard to these 
circumstances. There is, of course, 
no settlement, no finality, but I 
think I can detect from what I am 
told from.time to time that there 
are reasons for hope. Whether the 
political .situation-at this end is 
algo helpful is a matter of doubt. 
We have not always been content 
during the last three years with 
the conduct of His Majesty’s 
Government. towards us, but I think 
you will agree that the turning 
point with. regard to the majority 
of us came when the circumstances 

put sufficient pressure upon His 
Majesty’s Government to compel 
them to send a first-class fighting. 
force to Shanghai. As I see it— 
and I say it in all modésty—that. 
action in itself had a great effect 
upon the whole political association 
of events at the other end of the 
world. lH was not merely a threat of 


the force of arms, but an assertion 


of authority which had that effect, 
and I feel confident that if political 
matters at this end -will run on dur- 
ing the coming year fairly smoothly, 
that the effect of that action will 
be like the yeast dropped into the 
pan,

(i) Passengers are embarked at 
any time the ship is alongside 
and no system is maintained in 
the majority of river steamers 
but, with inadequate pier ac- 
commodation and easy access 
from sampans, supervision is 
difficult, passengers and cargo 
being embarked at the same 
time. Difficulty is experienced 
in handling and stowing cargo

(i) Two pilots are generally carried 

and are usually men who have 
acquired some experience in 
piloting ships in the rivers. 
They ‘have however. no other 
qualifications and are not suffi- 
ciently reliable to be regarded 
as officers--a position they 
have often been known to as- 
sume. : 
The extent of their authority 
depends upon the master and, 
whilst it might be desirable to 
accord official recognition to 
such of them as are able to 
pilot a shipr efficiently, the is- 
sue of a licence as pilot is not 
practical for the following rea-

‘(a) The pilots are Chinese and 
are employed almost entirely 
in foreign waters. If licences 
are required the Chinese 
Maritime Customs would ap- 
pear to be the appropriate 
authority. for their issue.

Later the Apostolic Delegate, a 
citizen of the United States, was 
expelled and:President Calles issued 
a decree dissolving the religious 
orders, convents and monasteries.
